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1. SINCE RECORDS OF INSTANCES WHEN USUN HAS DENIED 
REQUESTS FOR EPS COVERAGE OR SUBSTITUTED OTHER ARRANGE- 
MENTS DO NOTE EXIST, USUN WOULD HESITATE TO CITE THEM 
FROM MEMORY. THERE IS A RECENT INSTANCE, HOWEVER, THAT 
CAN BE ACCURATELY RECOUNTED. 

2. PRIOR TO BEGINNIING OF PALESTINE DEBATE, FRENCH 
INSISTED POLICE PROVED FIXED POST AT STREET LEVEL THEIR 
MISSION LOCATED 1 DAG HAMMERSKIOLD PALZA, AND EPS PROVIDE 
COVERAGE OUTSIDE THEIR OFFICES ON 8TH FLOOR. REQUEST WAS 
FOR DURATION PLO VISIT. USUN REFUSED PROVIDE EPS COVERAGE 
IN ABSENCE OF SPECIFIC THREATS AND TOLD ERENCH POLICE WOULD 
PROVIDE ONLY "SPECIAL ATTENTION". DENIAL EPS COVERAGE 
RESULTED IN TWO CALLS TO USUN SECURITY OEFICER FROM DEPUTY 
PERMREP AND ONE CALL TO AMB WHITE EROM PERMREP. USUN’S 
POSITION WAS RESTATED ON EACH OCCASION POLITELY BUT 
FIRMLY WITH ASSURANCE WE WOULD KEEP SITUATION UNDER 

REVIEW. WE PERSISTED IN OUR DENIAL DESPITE FRENCH 
INSISTENCE THEY RECEIVE SAME CONSIDERATION AS TURKISH 
MISSION WHERE EPS COVERAGE HAD BEEN OBSERVED. 
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3. IN FUTURE, RECORDS WILL BE MAINTAINED AND DATA
